One thing a newspaper man learns from the start is to check his sources. The 
credibility of all other work by the paper comes into doubt when asource is used 
that turns out to be not as reliable as it may have Seemed at the outset. 

Suchis the case recently in the pages of this paper. A Wilmington selectman 
came into the office just before publication time on Wednesday, February 12, 
asking for a public notice of a hearing to be published. The notice was accepted 
and published. 

After many discussions with the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen and the 
Town Manager, it was decided that was in appropriate, as the chairman is the 
member of that board who is responsible for setting the agenda of any board 
meeting, not individual members. { 

Although the notice had already appeared once, and hall been scheduled to 
appear again it was decided to pull the notice, as it was not truly reflective of the 
event to take place at the regularly scheduled selectmen’s meeting. It would not 
bea “hearing” but merely a vote on the license of the business in question. Public 
input had already been sought and this was only to confirm the support of the 
selectmen. 

It was approaching press time on Wednesday, February 19 and things were 
getting frantic in the production area. The notice had been adjusted in compli- 
ance with one of the previous discussions with the town manager, however the 
final adjustment, pulling the notice completely as had been agreed by myself, 
the chairman and the town manager, was not accomplished, The page went to 
press and members of the board of selectmen were embarrassed, and upset. 

It is this newspaper's policy to comply with the wishes and requirements of 
the various boards and commissions in both Tewksbury and Wilmington. In this 
regard I failed. This will not happen again. 


The Bridge of 
Middlesex County

Unlike the beautiful covered bridges in the movie The Bridges of 
Madison County, the Route 62 bridge over Burlington Avenue is the least 
likely landmark you will ever see on the cover of a magazine. 

Each day I drive over this rusty hunk of pot marked pavement. The 
narrow pathway makes each trip over the bridge a daredevil adventure. 
During peak driving times, the traffic backs up one half mile. 

If you have traffic turning onto Route 38, it takes a inordinate 
amount of time to continue on your travel. Throw a tractor trailer in the 
mix and not only can cars not pass through, there is a good chance of getting 
crushed. Often times I see trucks playing chicken with cars attempting to 
cross over the bridge. 

For the last two years, I have heard a contractor has been chosen to 
do the bridge replacement work. Two building seasons have come and 
gone. When is the construction going to begin? When I first asked about the 
bridge project, I was left with more questions than answers. 

The first is, when are they going to start the replacement of the 
bridge? Will the bridge be opened or closed during construction? Where 
are the design plans? Shouldn't the bridge project tie in with the master 

lan’? 
f I seriously question how much longer the bridge can hold up under 
the day to day traffic. For the residents on the west side of the bridge, it is 
time for us to have a firm time line on the start and completion of the 
project. 

The bridge is really just the tip of the iceberg. From the 38 and 129 
merge, the traffic situation is out of control. It is time the master plan 
becomes final and is put into action, 

All the routes through Wilmington provide commuters with passage 
to their destinations. The movement around town and to and from work 
should be as convenient as possible for the residents of our community. 

I challenge our town leaders to put forth a working plan that 
provides for the needs of our citizens as well as any business affected. The 
purpose of property taxes is to maintain and improve the town's 
infrastructure. We need to make aware the needs of our community to the 
necessary bean counters. " 

Our town provides a vital thoroughfare for travelers. But, the 
residents are entitled to safe, smooth passage to their destinations. By the 
year 2000, our town should have at least a master plan in action.

Due Process: 
What are the Laws?

In a motion made by Kevin Anderson on Tuesday night, Feb. 18, the Board 
of Selectmen agreed to explore the feasibility of using the Ideal Wire Products 
warehouse for municipal storage. The warehouse in question is located on 159 
Lorum St. An application to use the warehouse for an adult entertainment club 
was filed by Richard Furnelli several weeks ago, and will come before the Board 
of Appeals Thursday, Feb, 27. Mr. Anderson and Mr. Gill also inquired about 
studying the possibility of taking the property by eminent domain. 

In order to take a property by eminent domain, the town must have a public 
purpose for the land, such as an easement for sewer or water mains, or schools, 
buildings, or playgrounds. Town Counsel Charles Zaroulis states that “gener- 
ally, neither the Selectmen nor the Town Manager have authority to take any 
property by eminent domain without Town Meeting.” Town Meeting authori- 
zation is required prior to taking any property for eminentdomain. Zaroulis also 
says that the “Town Meeting approval requires a two step process: |) Authoriz- 
ing an official to make a taking of land by eminentdomain and 2) Appropriation 
of funds representing a fair market value for the property.” 

The property at 159 Lorum St. is worth over $250,000, as listed in the books 
at the Tewksbury Assessors Office, and taxes must be paid on that property. If 
over a period of time taxes on a property were not paid, the town could study 
the possibility of taking that property in lieu of the taxes. In that case, the law 
says that a town treasurer may take property for nonpayment of taxes and the 
owner has a period of time for redemption by paying back taxes. After that 
period of time, the town files a petition in Land Court to foreclose the right of 
the owner to redeem the property by payment of the back taxes. However, from 
the information listed in the books from the Assessors office at the Tewksbury 
Town Hall, Ideal Wire Products is in no danger of being in arrears.

schools that are currently over 
capacity), and a new state of the art 
public safety facility for the fire and 
police departments. Funding for 
this project would be in the form of 
a debt exclusion. 

A debt exclusion is different from 
a Proposition 2 1/2 override in that 
it is not a permanent or general tax 
increase. This debt exclusion would 
be worded in such a way that the tax 
increase would go directly toward 
the building project, in only the 
amount needed to pay off its 
funding. This tax increase would be 
for-a fixed period of 10 years. The 
proposed building project could be 
funded by a tax increase of less than 
$15 per month for the average 
household. 

We urge every taxpayer to 
become informed on this issue. Talk 
to your town officials, attend the 
public forums so that you can make 
the right choice at the ballot and 
town meeting in April. A "yes" vote 
is the only vote that will allow our 
town to step into the future as a 
community prepared to meet the 
needs of all of its residents.

Department of Environmental 
Protection's Third Annual 
Massachusetts Municipal Recycling 
Report Card and Wilmington is 
getting better while Tewksbury has 
taken a step back. 

According to this year's report 
card, Wilmington has climbed to a 
"B," recycling 20 percent of its 
waste, while Tewksbury has again 
earned a "C", recycling only 16 
percent. 

Totals for the last two marking 
periods were 18/19 percent (a "C") 
and two years ago, 14 percent (also 
a"C"). 

Both towns, however, remain 
behind the state average for this 
marking period of 32 percent. 

Wilmington received a state grant, 
it was announced, totaling $2,300 in 
the form of educational recycling 
material. 

Environmental Affairs Secretary 
Trudy Coxe and Department of 
Environmental Protection 
Commissioner David B. Struhs said 
this year's report card shows 101 
communities with higher grades, 
207 remained the same, and 43 saw 
their grades drop. 

"The news is mixed,” Coxe said. 
“Communities like Braintree, 
Chatham, Egremont, Granville, 
Holbrook, Lawrence,Leominster, 
Mansfield, Plainville, and 
Springfield have worked hard to 
increase their recycling rates.

Recycling grades are based on self 
reported data from each community 
about the percentage of waste 
tonnage that is diverted from 
disposal into recycling or 
composting. 

A community which recycles 30 
percent or more of its waste earns 
an A; 20-29 percent earns a B; 
10-19 percent is aC. A grade of D 
means a recycling rate between five 
and nine percent. Communities 
whose recycling rate is below five 
percent or which submitted 
incomplete date or which failed to 
submit any data all earned an F/I.

The budgeting process is of 
course a complex one; the fair and 
proper allocating of $16.3 million 
presumably requires the most 
exquisite judgment in making what 
must be agonizing decisious. 

For example, in the area of "New 
Initiatives” program directors, and 
principals and their SAC's 
requested a total of $2.8 million, 
which included $971,285 for new 
personnel and $1,870,357 for 
program improvements; however, 
"only" $882,397 was devoted to 
satisfying these hopeful wishes. 
There is not enough money to do 
everything that one would like to 
do for the schools and still provide 
funding for other important town 
requirements; available school 
monies are channeled to those 
high-priority programs that are 
deemed to be of most significance.

Dr. Brown would not give way to the Railway! | |

Dr. Silas Brown, son of Colonel 
Johnathan, was born in Tewksbury 
and became a physician. Several 
Tewksbury persons became 
physicians. Tewksbury was the 
home of members of the Kittredge 
family, all of whom were 
physicians. That family had settled 
in Billerica about 1666. 

There is a tradition that the 
Brown family settled at what is 
today the site of the Oblate Fathers 
Infirmary on Chandler Street in 
Tewksbury. 

Brown Street in Tewksbury bears 
its name because of the Brown 
family, going back over several 
hundred years, when that area was 
a part of Billerica. 

In the very beginning of the 
Revolutionary War Colonel (then 
captain) Johnathan Brown had been 
in command of the Tewksbury 
Trained Band. They were not 
Minutemen, but nearly so. Captain 
Brown had been in command of 
the Tewksbury Trained Band in 
Concord and Johnathan, according 
to tradition had marched his men 
to Concord and then Lexington, 
where they participated in the 
battle against the retreating British. 

One of the men in the Tewksbury 
Trained Band was named 
Kittredge. It was he who captured 
the horse which had been the 
property of the commanding 
British Officer, Major Tom 
Pitcairn, who had ordered the 
Lexington Minutemen to 
“Disperse, Ye Rebels!" That horse, 
it is to be believed, was taken to 
Tewksbury. 


implementation is the Boutwell

THE BOUTWELL PROGRAM 
The January, 1997 report of the 


Master Plan Advisory Committee 
stated, "School overcrowding has

she considers tremendously high 
class size ratios at the elementary 
school level; she elaborated in her 
Budget Plan statement and 
delineated the rationale for and 
genesis of what might be called, 
begging your pardon, the Boutwell 
Grade configuration reconfig- 
uration: 

"...our Strategic Plan requires the 
development of a management plan 
to deal with population increases. 
The School Committee also 
directed the adminiswation to 
[conduct] research [on] the cost and 
class size implications of utilizing 
all available classroom space more 
efficiently. The Pre-School 
presently uses four regular 
classrooms at Boutwell. If this 
program is moved back to the high 
school, four classrooms, become 
available for Shawsheen students. 
By moving four grade one classes 
from the Shawsheen to the 
Boutwell, we are able to add four 
teachers and classes to the 
Shawsheen at grades |, 3, 4 and 5S. 
The comparison of the class size 
ratios. shows a_ marked 
improvement by making this 
change in classroom usage. This 
change also meets the goal of the 
School Committee to find a short 
term solution to our space needs 
problem which provides for the 
least disruption for students and 
parents within the restraints of the 
new school building time line of 
three years 

"The first recommendation is, 
therefore, to support the short 


There are many Wilmington 
traditions of Dr. Silas-Brown, son 
of Colonel Johnathan. It was he 
who purchased the Harnden 
Tavern, in North Wilmington. The 
Tavern is today an_ historic 
building, recognized nationally. He 
bought the Harnden Tavern in 
1819, when he was 40 years old. 

He lived there until his death in 
1864. His son was serving as a 
physician in the Union Army in 
Virginia. One of the Wilmington 
traditions tells the tale of Dr. Silas 
silting upstairs in the Tavern, ‘in 
one of the windows which face 
south, on the second floor, writing 
letters to his son in Vi 

The Tavern today is in charge of 
an historic group of Wilmington, 
and visitors are welcome on 
occasions of open house. One site 
which is almost certain to be 
shown the visitor is the place 
where Dr. Brown sat, while 
writing letters to his son. 

There are more than a few 
stories about Silas Brown and the 
Harnden Tavern. 

For instance: When the Salem 
and Lowell Railroad was being 
constructed Silas Brown would not 
give, nor would he sell a right of 
way to the railroad company. The 
Harnden Tavern farm at that time 
was over 100 acres in area, and 
Brown wanted to keep it all. He 
would not divide his farm, for any 
railroad! 

The Salem people were 
attempting to get a seaport such as 
was in Boston, which place had a 
canal constructed to Lowell and 
recently, the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad. The Salem people 
believed they should get some of 
that business of hauling freight to 
and from Lowell.

the elementary level by budgeting 
for the necessary positions and 
materials for the Boutwell School 
first grade classrooms and an 
additional grade two teacher at 
Woburn Street." 

And budgeting they did: 
$188,800 (estimated yearly cost) 
for staff to open and continue four 
first grade classes, for example; 
the Committee accordingly 
unanimously approved the 
Superintendent's recommendation 
that $20,000 be expended on 
furniture for grade one classes; it 
is hoped that an additional $24,000 
at the moment left over from 
FY97 will. survive unused to be 

+ used at Boutwell, and so on. 

Boutwell will be reconfigured, 
no doubt about it. 

But in borrowing from Peter to 
pay Paul some entities were 
awarded zilch this time around in 
the New Initiatives wish-list 
category, apart from the generally 
generous new staffing area. For 
example , the High School asked 
for $193,795 for the following 
“program improvements": Prof- 
essional Development for Depart- 


ment Chairpersons, $4,425; Junior 
ROTC, $35,000; Jobs for Bay State 
Graduates, $20,000; After School 
Clubs, $10,000; Furniture, 
$21,580; Technology, $100,000; 
Media Center Technology, $2,790. 
The Superintendent recommended 
that $0 be it this year, so $0 is it. 
Better luck next season! Similarly 
the Woburn Street School won't 
get $27,200 for Furniture, 5 
MacIntoshes with Printers, Library 
Books, Software (CDs/Laser 
Disks) and Grade 4 Textbooks; 
Shawsheen won't get $199,000 for 
Technology, Furniture, Library 
Carpeting and Media Center 


But Silas would not sell the 
railroad people a right of way 
across his farm. Instead he rented 
one, for a small annual fee, and he 
was not happy about it. 

The Salem people established a 
railroad station on the Brown 
property. They called it "Brown's 
Crossing." The name is still there. 
Today the Wilmington Water 
Department has a water pumping 
station on the site. The passerby 
can read the sign. 

Silas, in addition to being a 
physician was also a writer. Every 
few months he would write an 
article for a publication known as 
The New England Farmer. That 
periodical was published every two 
weeks, on a Saturday. 

In February 1851 Silas wrote an 
article on "Customs of the last 
century." It seems that led to a 
discussion in the state house which 
turned into a discussion about 
establishing an Agricultural 
College. 

There was also another discussion 
about parsnips, into which Silas did 
not join. Some persons were 
alleging that parsnips were 
poisonous.

to plan

After a long winter in New 
England, spring dreams and warm 
sunny afternoons fill everyone's 
thoughts, A slow paddle along one 
of our many rivers or lakes, 
casting for some fish, is only a 
month away, Dreams aside, this is 
the time: of year to start planning 
next season's hunting trip. 
Planning now improves your 
chances-of getting the best hunting 
times in the area you wish to hunt. 
Planning:now allows you to budget 
costs and save in the upcoming 
months to pay for your annual 
trip. Planning ahead gives you the 
Opportunity to check out outfitters 
or guides you are thinking about 
hiring. Finally, early planning 
makes it easier to make travel 
arrangements at the best price. 
One of the reasons to go on any 
big game hunt is to enjoy yourself. 
Your goal is to have a successful 
hunt as well as an excellent 
outdoor experience. Careful 
preparation ensures not only your 
pleasure during your trip, but also 
for any companions who go along. 
The first and most important 
decision is what type of game you 
are going to hunt and where the 
creature lives. This becomes your 
starting point and allows you to 
focus in on the needs surrounding 
that particular hunting situation. 
Generally, once you get the ball 
rolling, others become interested 
in your idea. Each year for the 
past 15, my hunting partners, for 
the most part, have not changed. A 
~ few.years. ago, during a hunting 
trip in Maine, a friend of a friend 
joined us for a deer hunt, Conflicts 
in personalities arose, along with 
some very unsafe gun handling. 
This caused a lot of friction and 
really contributed to a poor 
hunting trip for all involved. 


Choose your hunting partners 
wisely. Unless you have hunted 
with this person before, it is a 
good idea to ask questions and 
spend some time getting to know 
this pecson...For example, some 
good questions to ask are: How 
much hunting experience do you 
have? Can you deal with the 
discomforts of the type of hunt we 
are going on? How will you react 
to unavoidable inconveniences? 
Are you physically capable of 
enduring a hard back country trip? 
Can you trust this person in case of 
an emergency? 

After you decide on what type of 
game and hunting pariners, it is 
time to do your research. The best 
place to begin is with the state or 
country's fish and wildlife office. 

rovide season dates, 
C regulations, and a list 
of guides, 

Try and get maps of the location 
you'll be hunting. A map survey 
helps you educate yourself with 
pogsible game habitat. The map 
survey also gives you information 
about terrain and distance. If you 
hire a guide they should know the 
game patterns for the region. Your 
basic knowledge helps the guide 
assist you to find your quarry. 

Every state and all of Canada 
keep estimated game animal 
populations. The annual kill, 
increases or decreases in species, as 
well as important biological 
information is also available. A 
local, dependable source of 
information is extremely helpful 
Try the local area game warden or 
call a local area guide. 

If you are used to hunting 
Whitetails in New England and you 
are going to hunt Mule Deer in 
Colorado, your shotgun or smaller 
caliber deer rifle might not 
orovide the needed punch. Review 
with your outfitter any special 


Apart. 


equipment needs. Do you need to 
take more than one gun? What is 
the best choice for the game you're 
hunting? Will I need any special 
clothing? 


Once you have all this 
‘framework in place, continue to do 
your homework. If you hire a 
guide, make sure everyone 
understands exactly what is 
provided in the cost of the hunt, 
including gratuities. Make sure the 
guide provides references from 
several people. Check to make sure 
the guide is registered with the 
state or country where you're 
hunting. Check to see if for some 
reason you can not make the trip, 
what happens to your payment. 

If you go to the same hunting 
camp each year, ensure your 
getting the most for your money. 
Camp owners get lazy with repeat 
business and let the camps fall 
Don't be afraid to price 
other camps and compare. It's 
great to hunt with the same group 
of people, but try and hunt in 
different areas. This gives you the 
opportunity for a diverse 
experience and in the long run, a 
better chance at getting your game. 

Get all the information you can 
about the game you're going to 
hunt. Books, magazines, and 
outdoor shows provide an endless 
tap of information, Get in shape 
for your trip. Start slow and work 
yourself into shape where you're 
comfortable walking for several 
hours Make many trips to the rifle 
range and practice shooting at 
known distances. Off hand, sitting, 
and prone shooting should also be 
part of this practice routine. 

Your goal is to have a great 
outdoor experience and if luck is 
with you, harvest a game animal. 
Careful planning betters your 
chances 10-fold. Here are four 
addresses in New England to help 
you prepare for next hunting 
season:

* Selectmen has unanimously 


approved the study and recom- 
mendations of the Permanent 
Building Committee (PBC),” 
notes the “Wilmington Town 
Crier.” 

“The committee presented 
Phase I of the Space Needs 
Study and it is the recommenda- 
tion of the PBC to construct a 
Public Safety building to house 
both the police and fire depart- 
ments at the corner of Adelaide 
and Church streets. The project 
has been estimated by the con- 
sultants to cost 5 million dollars. 

“When the Public Safety

Prepare to hang wallp 


If you're planning to hang 
new wallpaper, the first. pnob- 
lem you often face is what to 
do about the old wallpaper. 

As a general rule, it’s best to 
remove old wall covering. Al- 
ways remove it if there are 
more than two layers because 
the old paper is likely to pull 
away from the wall if you 
paper over it. And you also 
should always remove a vinyl, 
foil or textured covering before 
putting up a new one. 

You don’t have to remove 
other old wall covering, how- 
ever, if there’s only one layer 
and it’s still adhering tightly. 
Test the old- wallpaper by run- 
ning your fingertips over it. If 
you hear a crackling noise, the 
paper is loose and should be 
removed. Also check the edges 
and corners by trying to pry 
them up with a putty knife. If 
largé sections lift off, it’s a 
sign that the covering needs to 
be removed. 

If the old covering passes 
the crackle and corner tests, 
glue down any loose edges with 
white glue and wallpaper 


paste. Then wash the surface

with detergent or a mild solu- 
tion of household bleach and 
water. Let the wall dry 
thoroughly, then coat it with 
wallpaper sizing, a glue 
designed to be a base for wall 
coverings, or with an alkyd 
sealer made as an undercoat 
for wall coverings. 

If you’re going to remove an 
old covering that’s stripable, 
pry up a corner and pull it 
down to peel it off. Most vinyl 
coverings strip off easily. 

If the covering is stubborn, 
it will be soaked — a messy 
job. Use old sheets and bed- 
spreads as dropcloths. 

Before soaking, abrade the 
wall covering’s surface with 
coarse sandpaper, a wire brush 
or a scoring tool made for the 
purpose. This is an especially 
important step if the covering 
is vinyl or foil, which are im- 
perious to water. Take care not 
to gouge the wall as you work 

Mix chemical wallpaper 
remover according to the 
manufacturer's directions. 
Wear rubber gloves and gog- 
gles and brush or sponge 
several coats of the remover to
